‘ Samuel B. Lambert, former 
president of the Lambert-Graves 
Motor Car Co., and president’ of 
the Lambert Aircraft Engine Co., 


this afternoon when the propeller 
of his light airplane broke and the 
ship crashed from an altitude of 
1600. feet. 


Lambert left Moline, Iil., head- 
quarters of the engine company, 
shortly before noon, his destina- 
tion being Detroit. He flew alone 
and carried with him in the plane 
an engine, which was to have been 
exhibited at the All-American at: 


| craft Show at Detroit. 


When within a mile of the 
South Bend Municipal Airport the 
propeller of Lambert’s plane 
broke, and the ‘engine was 
wrenched from the craft, accord- 
ing to men working in a field, who 
saw the cfash. 

The plane immediately went 
into a spin,’ according tp wit- 
nesses. Lambert’s head was 
crushed by the spare engine when 
the stip struck the ground. At- 
taches of the airport hurried to 
the scene and identified the body, 
Lambert having been a frequent 
visitor at South Bend, 

Lambert visited St. Louis last 
Tuesday, stopping for less than 
half an hour to pick up a new 
propeller. 

Lambert quit the automobile 
‘business here about a year ago to 
enter the airplane engine business 
at Moline. His wife and family re- 
side at 852 Claytonia terrace, Clay- 
ton. 

Lantbert learned to fly at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis and was known for 
his daring in the air. He was a sec- 
ond cousin of Altert Bond Lambert 
dean of aviation enthusiasts here. 
George Lea Lambert, a son of Al- 
bert Bond Lambert, was killed in 
an airplane crash in St. Louis | 
County last Jaly.

45 PCT. GAIN-IN BUILDING 
CONTRACTS IN ONE MONTH 


By the Agsoolated Press. 

‘WASHINGTON, April 17.-—A 
sharp increase in’ building con- 
tracts is regurded™ by Dr. Julius 
Klein, Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merece, as indicating a steady im- 
provement in business conditions. 

Delivering a radio address last 
night, Dr. Klein said that contracts 
of this type awarded in March 
were 45 per cent greater than in 
the preceding month and only five 
per cent less than in March of 1929. 
when business was moving at high 
speed. 

He'said that more. important 
perhaps “is the fact that some of 
the ultra-conservative govern. 
r@ental economists are right now 
boosting their estimates for nation~- 
wide construction this year by ap- 
proximately one billion dollars, 
placing the new total! at 11 billions | 
instead of 10 as estimated ‘a few 
weeks ago.”

Arriving exactly on schedule, he 
set his small red motorless plane, 
Bagiet, down in Van Cortlandt 
Park at 4 p. m. yesterday, to com- 
plete a flight from San Diego, Cal. 
Towed at the end of a 590-foot 
cable behind a power plane, he 
made the transcontinental trip in 
six and one-half days, with - 36 
hours and 42 minutes of actual. 
flying time. In addition, the glider 
soared for more than six hours oy- 
er airports. 

Two mishaps marred the 2855- 
mile trip, which was made in 18 
hops. At Tucson, Ariz., on the 
second day of the flight, a gust 
_of wind parted the tow line as the 
aerial train was getting under way. 
To make for the delay his “enei- 
neer,” J. D, Jernigan Jr. pulled 
him 710 miles, two days’ scheduled 
flight, the next day. A slight delay 
was caused when the cable broke 
again near Terre Haute, Ind. 

A crowd of 15.000 stood in the 
rain to see the finish of the 3000- 
mile glider trip. A fleet of Army 
planes circled in formation above 
the park as the aerial reception 
committee. The last leg of the 
trip was made from Buffalo, N. 
Y., with stops at Syracuse and Al- 
bany. 

Last Day’s Flight Worst. 

When the glider and its towing 
plane arrived over the park, Hawks 
cut loose and the tow plane soared 
away toward the municipal airport 
at Newark, N. J. 

Hawks banked his glider out 
over the Hudson River. then 
turned back and circled*down. to 
a landing, stopping directly in 
front of the reception committee 
headed by Bronx Borough Presi. 
dent Henry Bruckner and Police 
Commissioner Grover A. Whalen, 

Hawks explained that his flider 
was not actually towed on the 
flight, but that he kept the cable 
slack as much of the time as pos- 
sible dnd flew the glider to reduce 
the strain on its wings. He dis-

- that it had been work. 

He said the last day’s flight had 
been the worst for weather and 
flying conditions, with rain- and 
high winds. 

“After taking off for Albany,” 
he said, “there was a full 25-mile 
‘wind and after we got to 3000 feet 
I couldn't keep the elider down. I 
went from 3000 to 6000 feet un‘n- 
tentionally in almost nothing flat, 
and in trying to keep down had to

Barron's story, Binkley related, 
is that Dr. Bass arranged with Bar- 
ron in St. Louis for the use of his 
home address for Folta. Barron 
told Binkley he was acquainted 
with Pearman, but the latter did 
not come near his home in  S8t. 

When mail was _. received 
there for Folta, Barron forwarded 
it to Dr. Bass in Columbia. When 
in St. Louis, Barron was employed 
as fireman by the Terminal Rail- 
road Association. 


Binkley scouted statements of 
counsel for Dr. Bass that he had 
no part in the procurement of the 
insurance, stating that it is a mat- 
ter of record that Dr. Bass intro- 
duced Pearman as Folta to the 
company’s agent and applied for 
the draft with whfch the first pre- 
mium was paid. 


It also has been. learned that Dr. 
Bass had a man deputized, to guard 
him on trips to St. Louis, and also 
to guard his home at Columbia, the 
doctor apparently having been in 
fear of his life as a result of his 
participation in the insurance 
fraud. 


A. F. Brinkman, investigator for 
the Lake Service Bureau of St. 
Louis, which specializes in running 
down life insurance frauds, joined 
Binkley in Bentonville today and 
will work on the case. They prom- 
ise sensational developments before 
many days. 


Dr. Bass remains in jail in de- 
fault of bond. His counsel said that 
Pearman, in another attempted: in- 
surance fraud, approached a farm- 
er living near here last August 
with a proposal to insure his life 
to secure notes in a land deal. This 
farmer, said John R. Duty, local 
attorney for Dr. Bass, had adver- 
tised his farm for sale for $6000 in 
a Kansas City newspaper, and 
Pearman, using the name of Wil- 
liam Folta, the same alias he used 
in the deal with Dr. Bass, called 
and offered more money for the 
farm if the farmer would insure 
his life for $20,000 to secure notes 
in payment. 


Suspecting a crooked deal; Duty 
related, the farmer rejected the 
proposal and saw no more of 
Pearman, whom he then knew is 
Folta, until March 26, the day be- 
fore Pearman is thought to have 
been slain 

“On that day, in a Southwest 
Missouri town,” Duty related, “‘the 
farmer saw Pearman in an auto- 
mobile with two other men and 
addressed him as Folta. Pearman, 
admitting he was the man who 
had proposed the land deal, denied 
his name was Folta or that he ever 
used that name, stating his name 
was Pearman. He said he was 
bound for Southern Arkansas on a 
land deal and drove out of town 
with the two men.” 


Convinced Gunmen Did It. 


This farmer, Duty said, came to 
his’ office after the murder and re- 
lated the story, asserting he iden- 
tified newspaper pictures of the 
murdered Pearman as the man he 
had known as Folta. Insurance in- 
vestigators assert they have ovi- 
dence corroborating the farmer's 
story in part, but which does not 
connect Dr. Bass with that déal. 

The insurance company detec- 
tives, who have had experience all 
over the country in insurance 
fraud investigations, are convinced 
the murder of Pearman was the 
work of hired gunmen, and assert 
they have -eason to believe at least 
two of them were from 8t.. Louie

Circumstantial evidence against 
Dr. Bass, however, is incréasing in 
volume, prosecuting officials as- 
serted today. They point out that 
Pearl Powell, Columbia, waitress 
and friend of Pearman, has stated 
Pearman told her Dr. Bass was 
paying him $50 a week and had 
promised him a large amount of 
money, at first $85,000 and later, 
when another man was taken into 
the fraud plan, $55,000, for taking 
part in the scheme to defraud in- 
surance companies. This contra- 
dicts the dentist’s statement that 
he paid no one any money in con- 
nection with the plot, the prose- 
cutors say. . 

Indications today were that Dr. 
Bass would be unable to furnish 
the $20,000 bond fixed by the 
Court. In connection with bail, 
the question of the dentist's sanity 
has been raised. 


Dr. Bass’ Columbia Attorney, Here, 
Refuses to Discuss Gangster Angle. 

Boyle Clark of Columbia, attor- 
ney for Dr. Bass, was in St. Louis 
last night. He refused to discuss 
reports that he had evidence that 


‘Dr. Bass had been under the in- 


fluence of St. Louis gangsters. 

“Dr. Bass has not implicated 
anybody,” Clark said. ‘‘Reports 
that he had ‘disclosed everything’ 
are in error, as he has not shown 
an inclination’ to disclose any- 
thing. 

“I believe the ‘pesto in Arkan- 
sas are diligently and effectively 
working, and that they will solve 
the entire matter.

Certificates 
are issued to non-union office em- 
ployes, as well as to union workers, 
according to Koeneman. 

Koeneman denied that he as a 
contractor was obliged to follow 
the estimates” of the Listing Bu- 
reau, explaining that. he “usually 
did so.”

the defense contention that the 
Y. W. C. A. was organized as a 
benevolent and charitable associa- 


ition and as such was exempt from 


liability in ‘such cases. The 5Su- 
preme Court affirmed the lower 
court’s action. 

“While it must be conceded that 
there are strong arguments “in 
favor of holding a charitable or- 
ganization liable for negligent in- 
jury to a servant or to a stranger,” 
said Commissioner. . James A. 
OCooley, in the opinion adopted by 
the court, “or for that matter even 
to a recipient of its servicé who 
pays therefor, it can hardly be said 
that there is a decided weight of 
authority either in favor of or 
against such a holding. 

“The courts of this State upon 
careful consideration, have decided 
that it is better publictpolicy to 
hold them exempt and have adopt- 
ed what has sometimes been called 
the trust fund doctrine, ‘that is, 
that the funds Of such institutions 
constitute a trust fund for the 
charitable. purposes of the organi- 
zation which may-not be diverted 
to the payment of claims for dam- 
ages for injuries due to negligence 
of managers, officers and servants 
of the institution, sorely deplet- 
ing the fund.”

General Brown, is a public utility, 
and as such should conductits operations 
without a financial loss, For that rea- 
won, he holds, the first-class postage rate 
should be increased to eliminate the 
$50,000,000 deficit in the department. 
His stand is well taken. The deficit must 
be pald from somewhere, and that some- 
where is necessarily the taxes. It would 
be far better to collect the funds for that 
deficit directly from those the utility 
serves, than indirectly by appropriation, 
whereby those but Uttle as well as those’ 
much benefited by the utility must 
maintain that utility. 

Further, the smaller postoffices 4e- | 
pend entirely for payment.on the can- 
vellations, In a small cOinmunity such 
payment is actually niggardly, inasmuch 
as it may frequently be as little as 
under $100 down to $30 or $40 a month. 
The postinaster nevertheless must keep 
accurate books, be prepared for un- 
announced visite of inspectors, and must 
Maintain a certain standard of equip- 
ment. The exactions for fourth-class 
offices are too frequently disproportion- 
ate to the remuneration, Which is no 
fault of the service, but of the charge for

As it is the business of Missouri to show the world, 
so is it the business of Missourians to show one 
another. Salem, Mo., has just shown St! Louis, Mo. 

Salem is not going to let the public utilities impose 
upon her. They may have all the holding companies 
they like, and present as glittering an array of law- 
yers as the power industry can command; but they 
cannot impose upon Salem. Unlike the great city 
‘of St. Louis, which has been the happy hunting 
ground of the utilities for so many years and is 


still paying tribute to profiteers in necessaries of 


life, the little city of Salem has armed herself with 
the trusty weapon of home rule and bidden the enemy 
avaunt and vamoose. Like the little city of Buclid, 
O., which carried its zoning law up to the United 
States Supreme Court and proved that cities do pos- 


{sess this right when tribunals like the Missour! Su- 


preme Court were saying they do not, Salem is no 
to be intimidated. 

Some years ago the electric utility at Salem was 
asked to reduce rates, which the people of Salem con- 
sidered excessive. It refused. Like all the utill- 
ties which have franchises. it had .behind it a 
dictum from the United States Supreme Court which 
gave it the right to make a fair earning upon ap- 
proximately what it would cost to reproduce the 
property plus going value and the usual! stuffing for 
utility valuations, There was no way in which 
Salem could compel a rate reduction so long as the 
veompany enjoyed a monopoly. The Missouri Public 
Service Commission, bound by decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court, could do nothing for 
Salem. Salem knew this, and she therefore set to 
work to puild an electric plant of her own. ‘That 
plant is how in operation. 

When the municipal plant entered the field, the 
Missouri General Utilities Co., owning the private 
plant, sought to drive the municipal utility out of the 
field by proposing a rate reduction. Salem resisted 
this proposal before the Public Service Commission, 
charging that the reduction would not be made in 
good faith. Meanwhile, something dreadful hap- 
pened to the Missouri General Utilities Co, Its 
franchise expired. When a utility franchise expires 
the people who live in a city, whether it is a big 
city or a little city, recapture it for themselves. They 
become the owners of the town, its rulers and its 
court of last resort. So it was with the people of 
Salem. They answered the attempt to drive the mu- 
nicipal light plant out of business by ordering the 
Missouri General Utilities Co. to get out of Salem. 
The company resisted this order, but last week it de- 
cided that the jig was up. It therefore abardoned 
its fight in the courts against ouster, and it likely 
will sell some of its equipment to the municipality. 
The municipal plant has taken almost all the busi- 
ness, its competitor having left only 100 of the 625 
connections it formerly enjoyed in Salem. 
Perhaps the courage of this doughty littls Missouri 
city will inspire the great city of St. Louis also to 
avail herself of home rule and defend her people 
against the utility pirates. 
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MISSOURI UNIVERSITY.

Starting out as a long shot, Mrs. Ruth Hanna Me- 
Cormick is now an 8-5 favorite to win the Repub 
lican nomination for United States Senator in the 
Illinois primary tomorrow over the incumbent, 
Charles S. Deneen. They point to Mrs. McCormick’s 
State-wide organization, the adherence of Big Bill 
Thompson’s rabble, not for love of the lady, but for 
hatred of the Senator, and to the fact that Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick is a sprightlier person, makes a more en- 
tertaining talk, is a good deal better mixer and 
knows the book of practical politics from cover to 
cover and believes every word of it. 

And winning the primary decision means, of course, 
only the opportunity to appear in the main bout. 
Col. James Hamilton Lewis will be the Democratic 
candidate, and, notwithstanding Illinois’ Republican | 
preponderance, Washington speculation concedes 
Mr. Lewis a chance. 

It'may be that the Senatorial campaign in Illinois 
will resolve itself into a straightforward wet-and- 
dry fight, with Col. Lewis declaring unequivocally 
for the repeal of the eighteenth amendment and Mrs.

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AWAITING MR. GEHNER’S REPORT. 

Last winter John A. Zangerle, Cleveland tax ex- 
pert, came to St. Louis at the invitation of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Real state Exchange. 
Mr. Zangerle explained and illustrated the scientific 
system of tax assessment which he instituted in 
Cleveland. It seemed to many of his hearers that 
the Zangerle system possesses many points of su- 
periority over the tax assessment methods of St. 
Louis. One of its most striking features is the pub- 
licity given to the assessors’ figures, enabling each 
man to compare his assessment with his neighbor's. 
If Chicago had had such a system, the tax assess- 
ment scandal now boiling in that city would have 
been averted.

THE CLOSING PROHIBITION ARGUMENT. 

If the poll of the Literary Digest continues to run 
as it has to the present, the argument on Federal 
prohibition wil be settled. There is an overwhelm- 
ing majority—more than two to one—of votes against 
the eighteenth amendment and the Volstead act. The 
combined modification and repéal votes are far in the 
lead of the strict enforcement votes. Indications are 
that the repeal vote will have a substantial plurality. 

There can be no argument about a law or its en- 
forcement which a majority of the people oppose. 
‘Whether it is good or bad in theory it is bound to be- 
come a dead letter in practice. The people are the 
final arbiters of all laws. This is recognized by all 
the legal authorities. The English have a ,mazim 
to the effect that any law that is numerously vio 
lated is not a law. In this country our maxim runs 
that a law not in accord with public opinion cannot 
be enforced. Laws and their enforcement ultimately 
depend upon the will of the people. If this is not so 
representative government means nothing. It is a 
futile formula. 

The votes of 20,000,000 people in all parts of the 
country are fairly good evidence of popular opinion. 
The ¢vidence is running heavily against the eight- 
eenth amendmeut and the Volstead act. 

We may go further with regard to Federal prohi- 
bition and say if the people of one or more states 
Oppose it, the “noble experiment” is a failuye. The 
prohibition laws cannot be enforced in such states 
without an exercise of governmental tyranny and co- 
ercion that is not only contrary but deadly to free 
constitutional government. That is the fatal factor 
in Federal prohibition, to any prohibition law, in fact, 
unless it is local. 

The Literary Digest poll, however, will not be ef- 
fective for action in accord with public opinion. 
What can be done to make public sentiment effective 
for repeal or modification? The Post-Dispatch point- 
ed out the way. It is plain. Vote as you think in 
congressional elections. Vote only for candidates 
who represent your convictions. When Congress is in 
accord with popular opinion there will be action.

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ST. LOUIS REDISCOVERED. 

That artists are more interested in what is quaint 
and picturesque than in what is conventional or 
ornate is well known. 

It is therefore not surprising to learn from the 
359 pictures in the Post-Dispatch Black and White 
competition for St. Louis pictures, now on exhibition 
at the Artists’ Guild, that backyards and tumble- 
down shacks lead all the rest as subject matter and 
furnish the subjects of more than 30 pictures. The 
backyards and shacks of St. Louis achieve an un- 
suspected dignity in the exhibition, and thanks to 
the artists we learn from these pictures that‘a back- 
yard in the slums can have values not possessed by 
a luxurious home in Brentmoor. ° 
_ After backyards and shacks, the: most. fruitful 
theme in this sixth competition is the Mississippi 
and its levee. A hundred years ago, and even at 
late as the Civil War, the river front was about. 
the only feature of St.-Louis that interested any 
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artist. That it is still interesting to artists, notwith- 
standing the unpicturesque barge fleets of the Gov 


passenger steamers which decorated the river in the 
time of Mark Twain, is attested in the exhibition 
by something more than 20 pictures, More than 
a@ dozen pictures show Christ Church Cathedral, in- 
side and out. Eads Bridge, once the favorite St. 
Louis subject, has fallen to the low estate of only 
five pictures, while venturing timidly upon the hori- 
zon of local art is the architectural art nouveau— 
the new Civil: Courthouse, the Bell Telephone and 
Missouri Pacific buildings. 

This is the purpose of the competition, to discover 
the artistic values of the great city. Only the artists 
can tell us what these are, and in the present exhibi- 
tion more than a hundred artists attempt to do so. 
They have rediscovered for us the beauty and pic 
turesqueness of St. Louis. 
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WOMEN IN BUSINESS. 

Women’s magazines print so much nowadays about 
the introduction of feminine management into busi- 
ness that one is likely to think something new under 
the sun is taking place. The writer of a typical 
article in the current Ladies’ Home Journal, finding 
members of her sex superintending an iron-rust soap 
company, a boat-building concern and varnish and 
electric-welding machinery factories, goes so fat as 
to hail the “emergence” of womankind. That is too 
much.

Throughout 
the trading and industrial classes were wives in 
partnership with their husbands, or, as. daughters of 
proprietors or widows, in the business on their own. 
)Oliver Cromwell's granddaughter was the superin- 
tendent of a salt works, In 1636 Susanna Angell, a 
widow, and her daughter petitioned the King for the 
Tight either to land a shipload of gunpowder for lo 
cal marketing or to transport it to Holland—the 
King to take his choice. Court records tell of Elle- 
nor Woodward, an iron dealer, charged with selling 
short weight. Quakeress Joan Dant, widow of a 
weaver, accumulated the then neat estate of $50,000 
in merchandising. Her fortune she devoted to char- 
ity, explaining quaiatly: “I got it by the rich and 
I mean to leave it to the poor.” 

Women were pawnbrokers, booksellers, money lend- 
ers; Mterally “butchers, bakers and candlestick mak 
ers." They operated mills and sold flour. They kept 
inns and ran brewerles—a brewster was merely a 
woman brewer. They controlled the manufacture of 
woolen goods and enjoyed a monopoly in the silk in- 
dustry. In those days webster was the feminine of 
‘webber and the word spinster had yet to be reserved 
for maidens of uncertain age.

A Questionable Appointment 


Fight against Hughes shed new light on Supreme Court in minds of public; suddenly 
seen, not as “legal technicians searching for certain laws according to fixed formu- 
las,” but as “policy-making branch of Government”; choice of Judge Parker, about 
whom no one knows much, is a gamble and a radical move on President's part.

UDGE JOHN J. PARKER, appointed by 
President Hoover to fill the vacancy in 
the United States Supreme Court, created 
by the death of Justice Sanford, miay bv 
@ great man. - There is, however, virtually 
nothing in his record as a lawyer, Repub- 
lican politician in North Carolina and Fed- 
eral Judge to prové or éveén strongly inti- 
mate as much. And this is the @nly source 
of information generally available upon 
which to base a judgment of the man. 
The United States Supreme Court, on the 
other hand, is an institution so superlatively 
important in the scheme of government in 
this country that nothing less than ‘the 
stability of the system of which it is the 
capstone depends upon having it manned 
by great men. Consequently, the appoint- 
ment of Judge Parker to) a place on that 


bench puts President Hoover in the position ®@ 


of indulging in a speculation that should 
not be passed over lightly, 

In weighing the significance of this spec- 
ulation, it is important to bear in mind 
that the fight against the confirmation of 
Charles Evans Hughes as Chief Justice was 
little less than a revolution in the conduct 
of public affairs in thé United States. 
During the courge of that contest it was 
boldly asserted on the floor of the Senate 
by & substantial representation of both ma- 
jor parties that members of the United 
States Supréme Court, in deciding great 
questions of public policy are measurably 


affected by their political, social and ecc- 


nomic views. And for the four days of 
Senate debate, during which this contention 
was constantly pressed, no one rose and 
made a serious attempt to deny it. 
. . a 
AS a result of this debate, which will 
certainly be a landmark in the history of 


this country, the United States Supreme . 


Court suddenly emerged in the minds of 
the American people of this generation ino 
a new light. Where it had long been the 
custom among all except a limited group, 
closely conversant with its operations, to 
regard it primarily as a body of legal tech- 
nicians searching for certain laws accord- 
ing to fixed formulas, the Supreme Court 
was suddenly envisaged by great masses of 
people as @ policy-making branch of the 
Government, engaged in clothing its convic- 
tions about desirable adjustments of social, 
economic and political controversies in the 
garb of fundamentgl law. Thus, rightly or 
wrongly, the atmosphere of almost sacred 
sanctity in which the United States su- 
preme Court had operated was swept away 
by the opposition against Mr. Hughes, 

And the country was told, on surprisingly 
general Senate authority. to view’ its decis- 
ions oh gteat questions of constitutional! law 
as subject to the errors of human frailty, 
pride and prejudice. 

Under such circumstances the assurance 
that the Supreme Court can hold its most 
vital place in the governmental scheme in 
this country must increasingly depend upoa 
having as members of that court men whose 
claim to general respect ies not in their 
robes, but in their proved capacity to drat 
the great social and economic problems 
which are continuously taken to them for 
final and authoritative adjustment. 
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Is Judge Parker such a man? No one 
knows. His record as a Federal Judge, 
deciding about 135 cases, is one that evokes 
neither severe condemnation nor particular 
praise. A man of admitted personal in- 
tegrity, he seems to have cleaved closely 
to the established routine of Judges of the 
lower Federal courts, and made precedent 
his primary guide. The American Feder- 
ation of Labor charges that he approved a 
most vicious labor injunction, involving the 
offensive “yellow dog” labor contract. But 
it is not clear that in so doing he was not 
following the course of a typical lower 
Federal Judge—that is, hunting out the 
most impostng precedents handed down 
ffom above and clinging to them. 

The fact that in his career to date Judge 
Parker has shown little independence of 
mind or capacity to dissect the social and 
economic issues that clothe the bare bones 
of the law is not proof that he does not 
have such capacity., He may have diligent- 
ly suppressed his talents along this line in 
deference to the view that originality has 
no place in the lower reaches of the judicial 
hierarchy. 

. « + 

For those who would strip the Supreme 
Court of its great powers the fact that 
Presidént Hoover is willing to make such 
a gamble at this time cannot fail to be 
encouraging. It increases, to the extent of 
the speculation involved, their chances of 
accomplishing their designs. Those who be- 
lieve tn the essential integrity of the scheme 
of government, of which the Supreme Court 
is perhaps the most vital part, cannot, how- 
ever, fail to be gravely disquieted by Presti- 
dent Hoover's apparent lack of apprecia- 
tion of the enormous significance of the 
tight against the confirmation of Hughes. 

Before that contest the appointment of 
Judge Parker would have occasioned littie 
interest or attention, for the simple reason 
that there is “nothing much against him.” 
President Hoover would have been able to 
encompass the political ends accomplished 
by the appointment quite quietiy. But since 
the fight on Mr, Hughes, the fact that earn- 
est searchers have been able to find little 
or nothing itn Judge Parker's record to 
indicate that he has any outstanding equip- 
ment to be a Supreme Court Justice gives 
his appointment a distinetly radical tinge. 

It indicates that President Hoover, either 
unmindful of or indifferent to the signifi 
cance of the Hughes contest, is willing to 
gamble with a most fundamental part of 
our governmental machinery by passing by 
jurists of proved capacity and of national 
reputations as statesinen of the first max- 
nitude and going to a circuit which until 
recently has been singularly free from the 
great cross-currents and. conflicts of a 
rapidly expanding industrial nation, and 
there selecting a judge of uncertain ca 


‘ ity to elevate to the Supreme bench. Such

Committee Seeks Data in 
Holding Company Inquiry. 


By the. Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 7. — A 
detailed questionnaire to ascertain 
‘ownership of all of the country’s 
178 class 1 railroads was prepared 
today by the House Interstate Com- 
merce Committee as a prelimi- 
nary step in its investigation of 
railroad holding and investment 
trust companies. 

The committee expects the rail- 

roads to file replies to the ques- 
tionnaire within 60 days, placing 
before it all information with re- 
gard to the actual owners of the 
rail carriers. 
’ The railroads also are required 
to furnish in their answers detailed 
Laccounts of their holdings in all 
railroads and terminal companies, 
as well as lists of subsidiaries and 
their holdings, and the. voting 
‘power of all securities. Officers 
and directors, capital stocks, con- 
tractual rights and other holdings 
and rights are to be set out in the 
replies. 

The investigation was authorized 
by the House after the committeé 
found itself unable to formulate 
legislation designed to bring about 
consolidation of the 1500 railroads 
into 2100 great systems, when it 
was found that holding and invest- 
ment trust companies were not un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

The first hearing was held Sat- 
urday when Commissioner Joseph 
B. Eastman of the commission tes- 
tified to interlocking ownership of 
many of the largest railroad sys- 
tems by holding companies con- 
trolling stocks for voting power 
and investment companies owning 
securities. 

The Pennroad Corporation, head- 
ed by officers of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad System, and the _ Al- 
leghany Corporation, controlled by 
the Van Sweringen interests of 
Cleveland, were mentioned by 
Eastman. 

Eastman will take the stand 
again Wednesday when the hear- 
ings are resumed. 


10 INJURED IN EXPLOSION 
ON LAUNCH IN CALIFORNIA

LAKEPORT, Cal., April 7.—Ten 
persons were injured, two serious- 
ly, in an explosion and fire yester- 
day aboard a pleasure launch in

Clear Lake. The injured were on 
a yachting party given by Duke 
Evans, Richmond, wealthy head of 
a San Francisco tool company. 
The blast hurled those on the 
deck into the water while others 
in the cabin and engine room, sev- 
eral of them unable to swim, were 
forced to jump overboard to escape 
the fire. The injured included four 
women and a girl. 

The explosion occurred while 
Evans was in the engine room ar- 
ranging the fuel tanks to take on 
gasoline. Fred Campbell, Berke- 
ley, was knocked unconscious and 
Evans, burned and blinded by 
smoke and fire, carried him to the 
deck and leaped overboard.

CHICAGO, April 7.—Hope of in- 
creasing the efficiency of 60,000 Il- 
linois Central Railway employes by 
treating their ductless glands is the 
purpose of the appointment of Dr. 
James H. Hutton, president-elect of 
the Chicago Medical Society, as 
consulting endocrinologist. 

The medical profession accepts 
the theory that the endocrine or 
ductless blands, which include the 
thyroid, adrenal and pituitary 
glands, exert a tremendous influ- 
ence on growth, blood pressure, 


health in general. Correction of 
any defects caused by these glands 
is expected to reduce the time lost 
by employes because of iliness.

There are only two main types 
of dressings—French and mayon- 
naise—but dozens of variations of 
these may be made by the clever 
use of seasonings. 

French dressing made with lem- 
on juice instead of vinegar and 
seasoned with a dash of tomato 
catsup is delicious with watercress; 
by adding a trace of garlic it gives 
a new taste to mixed green salad. 

Dandelion salad is a favorite 
when tiny pieces of crisp bacon are 
added to the dressing, or when a 
hot French dressing is made using 
hot bacon fat instead of oil. 

Sour cream dressing is excellent 
| in every way, with raw cabbage or 
shredded carrot salad. 

Food Value of Parsley. 

The festive bunch of parsley 
whose former mission in life it was 
to dress up the dish of cold meat 
or add a garnish to the croquette 
or salad, has now achieved its own 
place in the family food lists. Ex- 
periments have proved that it is 
one of the foods that are especially 
rich in iron, in fact, it surpasses 
spinch in that respect. So learn 
to eat the sprig that adorns the 
plate of creamed chicken, and use | 
minced parsley frequently in soups,

SAVORY CHEESE SOUFFLE 


One of the Favorite Variations “af 


This Popular Dish. 

One of the very nicest luncheon 
dishes is a souffle and it has a 
great mapy variations. The usual 
kinds are made from cheese and 
the standard recipe is as follows: 

Cheese Souffle. 

Use two tablespoons butter, three | 
tablespoons flour, one-half cup 
scalded milk, one-half teaspoon 
salt, few grains pepper, one-half 
cup grated American cheese, yolks 
of three eggs and whites of three 
eggs. 

Melt butter, add flour, and 
when well-mixed add gradually 
scalded milk. Then add salt, cay- 
enne and cheese. Remove from 
fire: add yolks of eggs beaten un- 
til lemon-colored. Cool mixture, 
and cut and fold in whites of eggs 
beaten until stiff and dry. Pour 
into a buttered baking dish, and 
bake 20 minutes in a slow oven. 
Serve at once. 

A variation of this recipe is to 
omit the cheese and use tomato 
pulp, spinach, grated carrot, or 
even a mixed vegetable puree.

Bake the potatees and remove 
the top of each potato so ag to 
make it boat-shape. Scoop out 
the inside, being careful not to 
break the shell. Mash very thor- 
oughly (putting the potatoes 
through a ricer will add to their 
creaminess). Add butter, hot milk 
and seasoning and beat well. 

Refill the shells almost to the 
top, break an egg inté each open- 
ing, season and sprinkle with the 
mixed crumbs and grated cheese. 

Bake long enough to set the 
eggs as well as for poached eggs.

Sweet Potato Dish. 


Into a buttered baking dish put 
a half-inch layer of pared, sliced 
sour apples. Sprinkle with sugar. 
Cover with a layer of sweet pota- 
toes, season with salt and pepper, 
dot with butter, sprinkle generous- 
ly with sugar. Repeat, having not 
more than three layers. Cover for 
the first 15 minutes of baking, 
then bake uncovered until the ap- 
ples are soft 45 to 60 minutes.
